To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 

the  Public  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  wish  to  present  the  91st  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the 
Borough  of  Stafford  for  1968. 

Nothing  startling  has  happened  during  the  year  and  the  statistics 
will  be  reviewed  as  routine. 

The  estimated  population  for  the  Borough  for  1968  was  53,590  - 
an  increase  of  1,030.  The  births  (963)  exceeded  the  deaths  (616) 
giving  a  natural  increase  of  347  and  a  migratory  increase  of  683. 
During  the  year  567  houses  and  flats  were  built,  170  of  these  by  the 
Corporation. 

The  number  of  births  shows  a  small  but  steady  yearly  decline 
from  the  peak  period  or  “bulge”  which  occurred  in  1963.  The  birth 
rate  of  17.9  is  slightly  less  than  that  for  England  and  Wales.  During 
the  year  71  babies  were  born  illegitimate  or  one  in  14  of  the  total 
births  -  a  steady  increase  since  the  year  1962. 

The  death  rate  varies  little  from  year  to  year.  The  only 
significant  comment  to  make  on  this  is  that  the  average  age  of  the 
males  who  died  was  66  years,  whereas  that  of  females  was  75  years  - 
quite  a  disparity ! 

The  year  can  be  described  as  a  fairly  quiet  one  as  far  as  Infectious 
Disease  notifications  were  concerned.  Measles  was  quite  prominent 
even  though  it  should  have  been,  in  theory,  its  “quiet”  year.  In  June 
vaccination  against  Measles  was  commenced.  Due  to  shortage  of 
supplies  it  was  offered  to  a  select  group  of  children  (Day  Nursery, 
Junior  Training  Centre,  etc.)  and  generally  to  all  children  between 
the  ages  of  four  and  six  years  -  the  number  carried  out  was  474  in 
Stafford.  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  continues  and  it  is 
reckoned  that  in  Stafford  there  is  an  acceptance  rate  of  96  %. 

In  last  year’s  Report  some  comments  were  made  on  the  import¬ 
ance  of  physical  exercise  in  reducing  and  minimising  the  hazards  of 
heart  and  lung  disease  which  is  so  liable  to  affect  us  after  the  “bloom 
of  youth”,  as  well  as  releasing  tension  and  channelling  natural 
aggression.  According  to  the  literature  a  very  popular  form  of 
exercise  in  Nev/  Zealand  and  America  is  what  is  called  “jogging”. 
This  seems  to  be  running  at  a  gentle  pace,  alternating  with  a  fairly 
brisk  walk  -  the  distance  and  pace  depending  on  the  desire  of  the 
participants  so  as  to  avoid  the  temptation  of  “overdoing  it”.  Sounds 
like  an  excuse  for  an  evening  out  which  in  itself  can  do  nothing  but 
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good.  It  matters  little  what  form  the  exercise  takes  as  long  as  the 
breathing  deepens  to  open  up  part  of  the  lungs  not  normally  used 
and  the  heart  is  extended.  Each  form  of  exercise  has  its  own  advocates 
as  non-golfers,  and  even  some  golfers  might  say  that  the  game  ruins  a 
very  pleasant  and  congenial  walk. 

On  visiting  homes  one  is  often  alarmed  at  the  number  and 
variety  of  bottles  of  medicine  and  boxes  of  tablets  to  be  seen.  These 
are  not  always  prescribed  by  the  medical  profession  as  there  is  no 
doubt  that  the  practice  of  self-medication  and  the  market  for  these 
medicines  is  substantial.  As  well  as  being  an  appreciable  financial 
loss  (except  to  the  makers)  there  is  the  possible  hazard  of  accidental 
poisoning,  particularly  to  children.  Dr.  Roy  Goulding,  Director  of 
the  Poisons  Reference  Services,  Guy’s  Hospital,  carrying  out  a  small 
scale  survey,  revealed  that  in  some  homes  as  many  as  52  different 
kinds  of  medicine  were  to  be  found.  Asked  why  they  did  not  get  rid 
of  old  medicines,  some  mothers  had  replied  that  they  were  afraid  to 
put  them  down  the  lavatory  “in  case  they  caused  an  explosion”.  Here 
is  an  important  field  for  health  education,  teaching  the  public  how  to 
live  safely  with  modern  medicines  and  instructing  them  on  their 
proper  use.  In  this  pharmacists  have  an  important  role. 

On  the  subject  of  the  promotion  of  positive  health,  Dr.  Yvette 
McCoy,  a  General  Practitioner  writing  in  “The  Health  Education 
Journal”  has  some  pertinent  advice:  “We  can  help  our  patients  to 
accept  the  reality  of  themselves  .  .  .  and  come  to  realise  that  we  are 
all  in  a  leaky  boat,  but  that  we  are  all  in  it  together  and  by  taking  the 
right  attitude  we  can  learn  to  keep  it  afloat.  Having  accepted  that 
we  all  have  the  same  fears,  resentments,  weaknesses  and  unpleasant¬ 
nesses,  we  can  then  begin  to  take  a  positive  attitude  to  life,  we  can  even 
love  our  neighbours  because  they  are  just  as  good  and  bad  as 
ourselves”. 

Erom  the  Summary  Table  on  the  Occupational  Health  Service 
(page  16)  it  will  be  seen  that  Manual  Workers  go  off  sick  twice  as 
many  times  as  the  Officers  and  lose  times  more  days  through 
illnesses  and  accidents.  The  chief  reason  for  absence  among  the 
Officers  was  “Bronchitis”  whereas  “Accidents  and  Injuries”  with 
“Muscle  Nerve  and  Joint  Conditions”  accounted  for  the  major 
absence  of  the  Manual  Workers.  On  analysis  of  “Accidents  and 
Injuries”  these  were  not  confined  to  any  one  particular  Department 
and  were  fairly  evenly  distributed  on  a  proportional  basis  of  men 
employed.  It  is  of  note  that  of  the  35  “Accidents  and  Injuries”  which 
occurred  during  the  year,  14  happened  out  of  working  hours. 

In  considering  “Joints  and  their  Diseases”  I  am  sure  we  are 
grateful  to  Dr.  F.  D.  Hart  in  a  recent  article  in  the  British  Medical 
Journal  for  listing  some  179  conditions.  He  reminds  us  that  “we 
all  grow  gently  older,  and  our  cartilages  become  less  elastic  and  more 
worn  from  our  21st  birthday  onwards,  but  trauma,  usually  mild  but 
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frequently  repeated,  often  plays  a  major  part  in  aggravating  and 
accentuating  these  degenerative  changes  ....  These  repeated 
“microtraumata”  are  seen  par  excellence  in  the  repeatedly  traumatized 
professional  wicketkeeper’s  thumbs  and  fingers  and  in  the  U.S.A.  the 
baseball  catcher’s  hands  ....  One’s  hospital  and  private  practice  is 
full  of  painters  with  aching  elbows,  bass  players  with  spatulate 
thumbs,  professional  puppeteers  with  stiff  elbows,  even  gentlemen 
who  strain  their  wrists  supporting  their  heads  while  standing  thereon 
in  their  daily  yoga  exercises”.  There  is  little  doubt  that  as  we  grow 
older  life  will  tend  to  present  more  problems  where  the  answer  seems 
to  be  “grin  and  bear”. 

At  the  moment  of  writing  when  “Maud”  seems  to  be  incurring 
the  wrath  of  small  local  authorities  and  indeed  some  large  ones, 
one  is  reminded  of  the  saying:  “There  is  only  one  thing  that  is  constant 
in  life  and  that  is  change”. 

My  very  sincere  thanks  are  once  again  due  to  each  and  every 
member  of  the  Staff  and  Dr.  Campbell  who  deputises  during  my 
absence.

OCCUPATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

Statistics  are  given  separately  for  Officers  and  Manual  Workers 
in  Tables  No.  4  and  5,  and  in  each  case  sub-divided  into  various 
Departments. 

Section  1  shows  the  full-time  strength  in  the  various  Departments 
and  does  not  include  the  cases  of  manual  workers  from  the  Prison 
or  seasonal  casual  labour.  Where  a  full-time  employee  resigned  during 
the  year  and  was  replaced  by  another,  this  is  counted  as  one  person. 
The  second  line  in  this  table  shows  the  total  number  of  employees  off 
sick  during  the  year  and  does  not  include  recurrences  in  the  same 
person.  A  percentage  comparison  is  not  given,  as  obviously  this 
would  be  misleading  in  the  very  small  Departments. 

Section  2 — For  each  Department  the  number  of  incidents  or 
spells  of  sickness  is  shown  in  relationship  to  the  length  of  absence. 
Whenever  the  duration  exceeded  three  days  a  medical  certificate  was 
required.  Periods  less  than  three  days  can  be  termed  as  uncertificated, 
casual  and  to  some  extent  voluntary  sick  leave.  Comparison  can  be 
made  between  the  various  Departments  by  relating  the  number  of 
incidents  or  spells  of  sickness  to  100  staff. 

Sections  3  and  4  give  the  age  in  ten-year  periods  and  the  number 
of  employees  off  with  uncertificated  illnesses. 

Section  5 — This  shows,  for  each  Department,  the  sickness  rate 
which  can  be  defined  as  “the  number  of  days  absent  on  account  of 
illness  expressed  as  a  percentage  of  the  total  number  of  possible 
working  days”.  The  total  possible  working  days  has  been  estimated 
on  a  five-day  week  basis  for  comparison  between  Departments  and 
does  not  include  official  holidays  or  annual  leave  which  has  been 
taken.  This  sickness  rate  has  been  estimated  for  uncertificated  and 
certificated  leave  with  a  total  for  both. 

Tables  No.  6  and  7  outline  the  reason  for  absence  for  Officers 
and  Manual  Workers,  divided  into  broad  medical  groups.

The  services  of  the  Disablement  Resettlement  Officer  of  the 
Ministry  of  Labour,  132  Newport  Road,  Stafford,  are  available  to 
all  persons  requiring  advice  or  assistance  on  any  matter  concerning 
the  welfare  and  employment  of  the  disabled.  Courses  of  industrial 
rehabilitation  are  arranged  for  men  and  women  who  have  suffered 
illness  or  injury  and  need  help  in  bridging  the  gap  between  recovery 
and  return  to  work. 

Government  Vocational  Training  Schemes,  administered  by  the 
Ministry  of  Labour,  aim  to  give  an  intensive  grounding  to  enable 
trainees  to  undertake  work  in  a  trade.  A  wide  variety  of  training 
Schemes,  about  which  full  details  may  be  obtained  from  the  Dis¬ 
ablement  Resettlement  Officer,  are  available  to  suitable  applicants.

“  Remedial  Baths 

Owing  to  the  high  cost  of  replacing  the  brine  supply  pipe  from  the 
Salt  Company,  plus  other  factors  regarding  brine  pumping,  all  brine 
baths  were  discontinued  from  January  1st,  1969. 

This  was  a  sad  blow  as  the  name  “Royal  Brine  Baths”  was  and 
still  is  an  identification  of  Stafford. 

A  Sauna  Bath  was  installed  and  has  in  some  way  replaced  the 
Private  Brines;  it  is  attracting  a  younger  clientele.  Attendances  in 
Sauna  during  the  year:  2,793.

This  has  now  been  converted  into  a  teaching  pool  and  will  be  a 
great  asset  to  the  department  when  it  can  be  brought  into  full  use.

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REPORT  OF  CHIEF 
PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  might  not  be  inappropriate  to  pause  for  a  moment  before 
contemplating  the  plethora  of  facts  and  figures  which  follow,  to 
consider  the  basic  principles  behind  the  duties  undertaken  by  the 
Health  Inspectors  -  what  are  the  aims. 

At  the  risk  of  being  accused  of  over  simplification  it  can  be 
stated  that  basically  the  object  is  to  ensure  the  optimum  environment 
for  man  to  enable  him  to  enjoy  good  health  throughout  his  life  span. 
Health  in  this  context  is  a  positive  state  -  it  is  not  simply  avoiding 
disease,  important  though  that  is.  Good  housing,  adequate  and  safe 
food  of  full  nutritional  value  without  adulterants,  adequate  and  safe 
water  supplies,  pure  air,  and  the  safe  and  complete  disposal  of  all 
waste  products  arising  from  man  and  man’s  many  and  varied  activities, 
man’s  working  conditions  and  his  surroundings,  all  need  to  be 
critically  examined,  studied,  evaluated  and  methods  devised  and 
brought  into  operation  to  raise  standards  until  satisfactory  levels  are 
achieved.  In  other  words  it  is  difficult  to  find  aspects  of  life  and 
living  where  there  are  not  areas  of  concern  and  it  is  stating  the  obvious 
to  say  that  in  practice  the  list  of  actual  operations  undertaken  is 
incredibly  more  detailed  than  the  list  given  might  suggest  -  for 
example,  examination  of  foods  for  residual  pesticides. 

There  is  little  doubt  that  the  subject  which  has  been  discussed 
the  most  during  the  year  is  that  of  the  improvement  of  houses  and 
the  ways  and  means  by  which  this  can  be  achieved.  Clearly  the  time 
is  rapidly  approaching  when  only  a  concentrated  effort  will  suffice  - 
an  effort  on  the  scale  of  that  applied  to  the  clearance  of  “slum” 
houses.  New  legislation  is  anticipated  and  one  must  hope  that  the 
views  expressed  by  those  trying  to  accomplish  this  work  will  have 
been  listened  to  and  practical  measures  incorporated  which  will 
provide  the  necessary  impetus.  From  a  practical  point  of  view,  if  one 
accepts  the  basic  principle  of  bringing  up  to  present  day  standards, 
houses  which  structurally  justify  it,  one  must  consider  “Improvement 
Areas”  properly  planned  within  available  resources  if  worthwhile 
progress  is  to  be  achieved,  for  experience  has  shown,  both  locally  and 
nationally,  that  random  improvement  of  isolated  dwellings  has  not 
had  sufficient  impact  upon  a  problem  which  if  not  resolved  will  result 
in  the  slums  of  the  future  with  the  consequent  need  for  massive  and 
expensive  slum  clearance  projects  in  the  future.  Systematic  improve¬ 
ment  of  worthy  houses  must  come  and  houses  not  worthy  of  the  level 
of  expenditure  envisaged  must  go.  The  gap  in  housing  standards 
between  the  old  and  the  new  must  be  considerably  narrowed  -  not  by 
lowering  the  standards  of  the  new  but  by  raising  the  standards  of  the 
older  ones. 
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It  will  be  recalled  from  an  earlier  Annual  Report  that  this 
Authority  agreed  to  participate  in  a  two-year  survey  organised  on 
a  national  basis,  of  pesticide  residues  in  foodstuffs.  This  survey 
ended  in  July  of  1968  and  the  final  results  are  now  awaited. 
Preliminary  results  of  the  first  year  of  the  survey  have  been  received 
and  though  considerable  work  remains  to  be  done  in  assessing  those 
results,  it  is  possible  so  far  to  be  cautiously  optimistic.  Cautious 
one  must  be,  because  the  second  year’s  results  could  alter  the  picture 
and  it  must  always  be  appreciated  that  since  knowledge  is  an  expanding 
thing,  any  assessment  made  is  confined  by  the  present  state  of  one’s 
knowledge.  One  might  well  express  the  view  that  this  survey  could 
well  be  continued  for  a  number  of  years  if  only  because  of  the  variable 
factors  involved,  not  least  of  which  is  the  ever  changing  pattern  of 
pesticides. 

When  one  has  studied  this  Report,  it  will  be  obvious  that  very 
many  people  have  contributed.  Throughout  the  year  the  support  of 
the  elected  Members,  the  co-operation  of  Chief  Officers  and  their 
staffs  and  the  willing  efforts  of  every  member  of  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  team  have  been  greatly  appreciated.  So  little  would  have  been 
possible  without  this  help.

The  Water  Engineer,  Mr.  G.  J.  Plant,  has  kindly  supplied  the 
following  information: — 

“It  has  been  apparent  over  the  past  few  months  that  house 
construction  in  the  private  sector  has  been  slowing  down  and  recent 
decisions  of  the  Housing  and  Health  Committee  indicate  that  this  is 
also  to  apply  to  Municipal  development.  Nevertheless,  trade  in  the 
principal  industries  still  appears  buoyant  if  the  water  consumption 
figures  are  any  indication  of  the  present  trend. 

During  the  year  several  schemes  involving  major  reinforcements 
of  the  distribution  system  have  been  completed. 

The  Stafford  Water  Order,  1969,  comes  into  operation  on  the 
9th  June,  1969,  and  all  administrative  formalities  have  been  completed 
for  the  development  of  the  New  Source  of  Supply  at  Weston  Jones. 
The  first  contract  will  be  let  in  the  autumn  of  1969. 

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  have  also 
approved  considerable  trunk  main  extensions  in  the  Eastern  Area 
(Colwich,  the  Haywards,  Hixon,  Stowe  and  Weston)  and  work  will 
commence  later  in  the  year.

Testing  does  not  stop  at  determining  the  quality  -  the  safety 
must  also  be  guaranteed.  To  this  end  a  further  66  samples  were 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  Of  these,  22  were  taken 
during  distribution,  44  at  the  reservoir  both  of  the  raw  water  and 
following  chlorination.  All  were  completely  satisfactory  with  the 
exception  of  one  sample  which  although  not  a  cause  for  concern 
indicated  slight  contamination.  A  further  sample  from  the  same 
source  was  completely  satisfactory. 

Public  Swimming  Baths 

Stafford’s  Brine  Baths  consist  basically  of  a  main  pool,  brine 
pool  and  facilities  for  private  brine  baths. 

The  main  pool  is  80  feet  6  inches  long  and  33  feet  wide,  the  depth 
being  3  feet  to  6  feet.  Total  water  capacity  is  86,000  gallons.  Water 
is  supplied  initially  from  the  town’s  mains  and  re-circulated  through 
the  treatment  plant,  the  capacity  of  which  ensures  a  complete  change 
of  water  every  2|  hours.  Before  re-entry  to  the  main  pool,  the  water 
is  passed  through  rapid  filters,  heated  and  chlorinated. 

The  brine  pool  is  33  feet  long  and  14  feet  wide,  the  depth  varying 
from  2  feet  to  4  feet  6  inches.  Its  total  capacity  is  approximately 
15,000  gallons  of  brine  heated  to  96°F.  Operated  on  the  fill  and 
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empty  principle,  the  pool  is  filled  directly  from  the  brine  main  from 
the  Salt  Works,  the  brine  strength  being  28  %.  Normally  the  pool 
is  filled  each  Thursday  and  operated  on  Thursday,  Friday  and  Satur¬ 
day  before  emptying. 

The  Department  is  equipped  to  carry  out  spot  checks  to  deter¬ 
mine  the  free  chlorine  available  and  regular  samples  are  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination.  All  of  the  samples  were  completely 
satisfactory.

Sewage  Disposal 

Extensions  of  the  Brancote  Works  are  on  schedule  and  it  is 
probable  that  these  will  be  completed  by  the  end  of  1969. 

The  drainage  population  served  by  the  works  is  59,500,  flow 
being  received  from  the  Borough  itself  and  from  the  Rural  District 
areas  of  Milford,  Walton,  Beaconside,  Hyde  Lea,  Doxey  and  Hopton. 

The  total  flow  treated  at  the  works  during  the  year  showed  a 
slight  decrease  from  that  treated  the  previous  year,  1,257,337,000 
gallons  (i.e.,  a  daily  average  flow  of  3,435,350)  being  treated  compared 
with  1,263,779,000  in  1967. 

Tankering  of  sewage  sludge  to  farms  has  continued: — from  a 
total  raw  sludge  yield  of  6,122,180  gallons  some  4,422,000  gallons  of 
digested  sludge  were  disposed  of  by  this  system. 

Trade  effluent  consent  was  issued  to  a  further  four  discharges, 
whilst  one  discharge  was  discontinued,  thus  bringing  the  total  number 
of  consents  to  discharge  industrial  effluent  to  the  public  foul  sewer 
up  to  a  total  of  29,  that  being  three  more  than  the  previous  year.  An 
atomic  absorption  spectrophotometer  was  purchased  in  order  to 
carry  out  rapid  determination  of  trace  metals,  so  that  industrial 
discharges  may  be  more  closely  controlled. 

The  new  pumping  station  at  Corporation  Street  was  commenced 
and  the  new  Silkmore  Lane  pumping  was  completed  and  brought 
into  service.

Daily  readings  of  the  solid  and  gaseous  pollution  of  the  air  have 
continued  throughout  the  year,  using  the  apparatus  installed  at 
Rising  Brook.  The  monthly  average  results  are  given  in  the  tables 
below  together  with  those  of  the  previous  year  for  comparison. 

The  interpretation  of  these  results  continues  to  suggest  that  the 
source  of  pollution  is  largely  domestic  and  that  implementation  of 
smoke  control  areas  could  bring  about  an  improvement.  To  this  end 
preliminary  planning  of  the  operation  of  a  phased  programme  of 
smoke  control  areas  has  been  commenced.

Sampling  of  Milk 

During  the  year  samples  of  the  various  milks  were  regularly 
submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  testing  for  adulteration  or 
deficiences,  and  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  for 
bacteriological  examination. 

Submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Stafford, 
for  bacteriological  test  were: — 

96  samples  submitted  of  which  3  failed  the  methylene  blue 
test  and  2  samples  were  void.  The  failures  were  reported 
to  the  appropriate  quarters  and  subsequent  follow-up 
samples  proved  to  be  satisfactory.  19  samples  were  sub¬ 
mitted  for  biological  examination  for  the  presence  of 
tubercle  bacilli.  All  were  negative.

(iii)  Action  taken  in  respect  of  positive  samples: — 

The  sample  No.  2667  was  taken  on  retail  sale  on  27th  September 
and  the  biological  confirmation  received  on  22nd  November,  by 
which  time  a  second  routine  sample  had  been  taken  on  7th  November- 
No.  2675. 

On  receipt  of  biological  confirmation  on  22nd  November,  the 
Medical  Officer  issued  on  the  same  day,  the  appropriate  order  under 
the  Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations,  1959,  prohibiting  the 
sale  of  milk  unless  it  was  properly  heat  treated. 

Investigations  were  commenced  at  the  farm  and  sampling  of 
individual  cows  undertaken. 

On  the  farmer’s  initiative,  following  discussion,  one  cow  was 
removed  from  the  herd  and  sent  for  slaughter. 

Following  negative  biological  results,  the  Order  was  withdrawn 
on  18th  December,  1968.  Subsequent  sampling  has  not  shown  a 
recurrence  of  brucella  abortus. 

The  milk  samples  submitted  for  Chemical  Analysis  are  as 
follows: — 

130  samples  of  milk.  One  was  deficient  in  solids-not-fat 
but  was  proved  to  be  genuine  on  the  Hortvet  Freezing  Test. 
2  samples  were  found  to  be  deficient  in  fat  content  in  varying 
quantities.  Investigation  suggested  that  these  deficiencies 
had  occurred  through  a  combination  of  circumstances 
without  any  intent  at  defrauding  the  public.  In  the  circum¬ 
stances,  therefore,  warnings  were  issued.  Subsequent 
samples  proved  to  be  satisfactory.
